Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  Article  17  (5)  of  the  Sanitary  Officers’ 
(Outside  London)  Regulations,  1935,  and  Article  14  (3)  of  the 
Sanitary  Officers’  Order,  1926,  I present  for  your  consideration  a 
combined  report  for  the  years  1940  and  1941.  This  is  of  neces- 
sity curtailed  following  the  suggestions  of  the  Minister  of  Health. 

Towards  the  end  of  1940  and  carrying  on  into  1941,  Measles 
and  Whooping  Cough  were  concurrently  epidemic.  Generally 
the  former  was  mild,  but  there  were  four  deaths  from  Whooping 
Cough — three  in  1940  and  one  in  1941. 

Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  in  1940  showed  a marked 
decrease;  in  both  instances  the  number  of  cases  being  only  30 
per  cent  of  the  1939  figures.  Unfortunately  this  did  not  main- 
tain in  1941  when  both  diseases  showed  a sharp  increase — 
Diphtheria  especially  so.  In  each  of  the  years  1940  and  1941, 
two  deaths  occurred  from  Diphtheria— sufficient  reason  for  inten- 
sification of  the  Immunisation  Scheme.

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

By  agreement  hospital  cases  are  removed  to  Hyde  Borough 
Hospital.  In  October  1940  maintenance  charges  were  increased 
10  per  cent,  by  reason  of  war  conditions. 

Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  were  epidemic  at  the  end  of 
1940  and  carried  on  into  the  Spring  of  1941.  Cases  were  confined 
chiefly  to  young  and  pre-school  children.  Measles  was  of  a mild 
nature,  but  there  were  four  deaths  from  Whooping  Cough,  three 
in  1940  and  one  in  1941.  There  was  a marked  reduction  in  the 
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incidence  of  Diphtheria  during  1940,  although  there  were  two 
deaths;  in  1941,  however,  there  was  a marked  increase  in  cases 
of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria.  Diphtheria  was  faucial  in  type 
and!  50  per  cent,  of  the  cases  occurred  in  schoolchildren.  There 
were  two  deaths.  During  1940  there  was  an  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  cases  of  Pneumonia  (all  forms)  with  a mortality  rate  of 
26  per  cent,  probably  due  to  weather  conditions  associated  with 
long  working  hours.  There  was  a decrease  in  Pneumonia  cases 
during  1941.  A scheme  for  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  was 
approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  August,  1940.  During 
1941  four  cases  of  Paratyphoid  occurred  and  a carrier  or  sub- 
clinical  case  was  found.
